But British Foreign Office Says No 
Ultimatum Has Been Sent Sultan. 
London, December 9.—A representative 

of the United Associated Press visited 
the foreign office today for the purpose of 
ascertaining the truth or falsity of a dis- 
patch published by a New York newspaper 
this morning, and cabled here, alleging 
that Russia, France and England, with the 
assent of Germany, Austria and Italy, 
would at Once compel the sultan to adopt 
radical reforms under the joint supervision 
of the three powers first named, etc.; that 
the British, French and Russian squadrons 
were under orders to assemble at the en- 
trance to the Dardanelles without delay, 
and, in short, that the sultan was to be 
reduced to a state of vassalage. 

After reading the dispatch, the foreign 
office authorities declared the statemeuts 
contained therein to be absolutely un- 
founded. Thé status quo, they said, had 
not been changled in the slightest degree. 
The powers, the authorities added, were 
still trying to agree upon a plan of exert- 
ing pressure upon the sultan, to induce 
him to enforce the reforms in Turkey that 
had been promised, but it would be a long 
time before they would think of moving 
troops and ships. 

Still, tney said, they were glad that 
stories of the kind shown them were pub- 
lished, as they might have the effect to 
frighten the sultan into action in the direc~- 
tion of instituting reforms.

SENATE RIFE WITH CUBAN TALK 


Were Introduced Yesterday. 

Washington, December 9,—The session of 
the senate today was attended by severai 
interesting and important incidents. A 
joint resolution to continue the powers 
of the joint committee on the removal of 
‘taxes on alcohol used in manufactures and 
the arts was reported and passed. 

The committee on interstate commerce 
was instructed to institute an inquiry 
as to the prevention of business compe- 
tition by the joint traffic association of 
railroads, the flour millers and the window 
glass manufacturers. 

The independence of Cuba was the sub- 
ject of three joint resolutions introduced 
by Senators Cameron, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania; Mills, democrat, of Texas, and 
Call, democrat, of Florida, 

The first acknowledges the independence 
of the island and directs the ‘tender of the 
friendly offices of the United States gov- 
ernment with Spain to bring the war to a 
close. 

The second directs the president of the 
United States to take possession of the 
island with the military and naval forces 
of the United States and to hold possession 
till the Cuban people can organize a gov- 
ernment, 

And the third recognizes the republic ot 
Cuba as a free and independent govern- 
ment and extends to it All rights in the 
ports and within the jurisdiction of the 
Untted States, 

The first two were referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign relations and the last 
was laid on the table temporarily until 
such time as Mr. Call may desire to ad- 
dress the senate on the subject.

Australian Was a Whipped Man Before 
He Left New York, 


ONE OF THE PLOTTERS TURNS WITHESS 


Part of an Injured Man in the 
Ring, and Pranced About 
His Room After Fight 
Was Over. 


San Brancisce, December 9.—A large as- 
semblage of ring followers and men about 
town crowded Judge Sanderson’s court- 
room this morning in expectation of hear- 
ing sensational developments regarding 
the manner in which the Fitzsimmons- 
Sharkey prize fight was “fixed,” and they 
‘were not disappointed. 

If credence is to be placed in the story 
told on the witness stand by “Australian” 
Billy Smith, Sharkey’s trainer, Fitzsim- 
mons was a defeated man before he left 
New York. ~- According to Smith’s testi- 
mony, J. J. Groom, J. H. Gibbs, Danny 
Lynch, Sharkey’s manager, and Sharkey 
himself were the men who composed the 


ganization the now notorious contest was 
fought. 

These four men, Smith swears, engaged 
Wyatt Earp as referee, with the under- 
standing! that he was to award Sharkey 
the fight directly Fitzsimmons, Janded a 
body blow or stomach punch, which might 
be stretched into a foul. Harp was to re- 
ceive $2,500 for his services. | 

Smith’s story is in substance as follows: 

Five weeks ago he was employed to train 
Sharkey at the Ocean Beach hotel, George 
Allen and Danny .Needham assisting. He 
had frequent conversations with Sharkey 
about his prospective contest with Fitz-. 
simmons. ‘Three weeks prior to the fight 
Sharkey requested Smith to suggest a good 
referee. Smith named Hiram Cook, and 
Lynch promised to call on that gentleman. 
A few days later Lynch informed Smith 
that Cook was not a suitable referee. 
Smith was then advised by Sharkey of 
the fact that he (Sharkey) and Lynch had 
an interest in the National Athletic Club. 


; 


Gibbs were all broke and that he himself 
was obliged to put up $2,500 to guarantee 
his appearance in the ring, leaving him 
almost broke. Lynch and he were each 
to receive 20 per cent of the gate receipts 
after the expenses and purse money had 
been deducted. Ten days before the fight 
Sharkey mentioned to Smith that Lynch 
had sucteeded in engaging one Wyatt 
Earp, a horse owner, to act as referee. 
Earp had agreed to give the fight to 
Sharkey on a foul the first time Fitzsim- 
mons hit him a body blow at close auar- 
ters, and in consideration of his decision 
the referee was to be paid $2,500. 

On the morning before the fight Sharkey 
again assured Smith that everything' was 
“nixed” satisfactorily for Sharkey to Win. 
After describing his movements in the 
ring before the call of time, Smith Con- 
tinued: 

“Sharkey was dazed at the end of the 
second round and was practically defeated 
then. 1 did not see the knockout blow. 
After Sharkey fell Lynch; whispered to him 
to pretend to be in great pain and it would 
be right. We carried Sharkey to his dress- 
ing room and put him on a cot. Lynch re- 
fused to allow anybody in the room. 
Sharkey kept holding his hands to his 
head and complaining of his sore ear and 
jaw, but said nothing about his groin. I 
gtarted to remove his trunks, but Lynch 
stopped me. We then carried Sharkey to 
a hack and removed him to his hotel. Al- 
len, Lynch, Needham and myself laid him 
out on a bed. I took off his shoes and 
trousers and Allen removed his trunks. 
He made no complaint, except regarding 
his head and ear, and I saw no evidence of 
discoloration about the groin. A few mo- 
ments later we heard Sharkey screaming 
and Allen remarked: ‘I don’t like the looks 
of this; I’m going away.’ After waiting 
fifteen minutes Lynch let me into ‘Shar- 
key’s room again and I found Tom ail ban- 
daged up. A bottle of fodide of potassium | 
stood on the washstand. I do not know 
what it was used for, but it could hardly 
have been applied to his sore ear. 
Compliments Fitzsimmons. 

“r~ynch then told me I could go for the 
night, as he had engaged a man to sit up 
with Sharkey. The following evening I 
called on Sharkey and found the sweiling 
on his groin very apparent, but he did not | 
complain of suffering any pain in that re- 
gion. His ear troubled him, however. He 
asked me what kind of a fight. he put up 
and I told him pretty good. He said that 
Fitzsimmons could whip Corbett in two 
rounds. ‘He hits, like a mule,’ continued 
Sharkey, ‘and Corbett would not last any 
time with him.’ Sharkey told me I could 
sleep with him that night. I offered to put 
hot bandages on him, but he told me they 
were not necessary. Before going to sleep 
he jumped out of bed, lit a cigar and walk- 
ed around the room. He assured me that 
he was all right, excepting his sore ear.” 

On cross-examination Smith stuck to his 
story and could not be shaken. He also 
disclosed the fact that Dr. Lee was not 
summoned to Sharkey’s bedside until two 
hours and a half after the fight was’ over.

Free Delivery in Towns Did Not Prove 
a Success. 


APPOINTMENTS MADE DURING THE YEAR 


Postmaster General Wilson in His 
Report Gives Some Interesting 
Statistics About the Service. 


—_——-- 


Washington, December 9.—Postmaster 
General Wilson im his annual report depicts 
the growth of the postal service in the 
following paragrapt: 

“From an organization of seventy-five 
postmasters in the first year of Washing- 
ton’s administration, and a mail service, 
costing $32,000, confined to the carriage of 
letters, the postoffice department has grown 
to an organization of over 70,000 postmast- 
ers and a service costing $92,000,000, open to 
the transmission of almost all kinds of 
matter, with limitation of weight only, and 
has become an integral part of the organ- 
ized postal system of the world. 

“Surely the tme has come when the best 
business organization should be adopted in 
the admimistration of the department and a 
larger extension of the civil service meth- 
ods in the selection of employes upon whose 
faithful, strenuous and intelligent labor, 
rather than political qualifications, must be 
based the high and efficient service for 
which the people annually pay such im- 
mense sums. 

“The experiment of free delivery in towns 
and villages has not proved a euccess,”’ says 
the postmaster general, “and the results of 
free rural delivery are as yet incomy/ete. 
There was a heavy increase in the money 
order business of the department, both do- 
mestic and foreign, the international busi- 
ness showing a balance against this coun- 
try of $8,291,799. No effort has been spared 
to increase the service and facilities in the 
Star routes, which serve the rural popula- 
tion of the country, so as to extend a daily 
service, as far as practicable, to every lo- 
cality in the United States. 

Filling the Vacancies. 

“Twelve thousand and ninety appoint- 
ments were made during the year, as fol- 
lows: On resignations and expirations of 
terms, 7,654; on removals, 1,341; on offices 
becom'ng presidential, 180: on deaths of 
postmasters, 839; on establishment of post- 
offices, 2,046. But little more than 1 per cent 
of the postmasters have resignations on file, 
while a little over one-tenth of 1 per cent 
of the offices are vacant from deaths of 
postmasters.”’ 

During the year the department issued 
193 fraud orders forbidding the delivery of 
mail matter and the payment of money or- 
ders to parties and corporations found to be 
operating lottery schemes through the 
mails.

The substitute is a product of beef and tal- 
low, churned with milk. It is made with 
great care by the large meat packing 
houses and it really is a valuable food, 
but it ought to be distinguished from but- 
ter and sold for less money, although some 
of it is better than some genuine butter. 
There is no law egainst the sale of it in 
packages properly marked.” 

Professor McCandless has been analyz- 
ing the milk sold in the city very care- 
fully and he states that there is very little 
milk sold now which does not come up 
to the standard test. When the inspection 
of milk first began several dealers were 
found to be adulterating. In some instances 
it appeared probable that the milk was all 
right when it left the dairy, but the driv- 
ers were in the habit of taking some of the 
milk out, watering the rest and pocketing 
the money which they obtained from what 
they knocked down. 

“We are keeping a quiet, unostentatious 
watch on the city’s milk and water, and 
both are as pure as could be expected, We 
have ordered a number of wells to be 
closed. Some wells in the city contain 
water that is almost pure, but there is 
never any telling when sewage will start 
to seeping through the earth and reaching 
the well. 

“Our supply of water from the city 
works is as pure as that obtained by any 
etty anywhere, Atlanta is blest in good 
water.”’ 

The laboratery of the board of health is 
being gradually better equipped for the 
crusade against food adulteration.

Was Trying To Enter His House. 
HEARD A NOISE AT WINDOW 


Went Out on Back Porch, Saw a Man 
in the Yard and Let Him Have 
the Contents of a Gun. 


Rome, Ga., December 9.—(Special.)—This 
morning early Mr. J. T. Leming, a farmer 
living about five miles from the city, 
brought in Frank Moody, a negro highway- 
man and burglar, whom he had captured 
about 3 o'clock. Mr. Leming was aroused 
by a noise at the window of his residence 
about 2 o’clock and got up and made an in- 
vestigation. He did not see anybody around 
the premises and went back to bed, but In 
a few minutes the noise was repeated. He 
sprang out of bed and grabbed his gun and 
slipping cautiously out on the back porch 
he saw a man’s head appear around the 
corner of the house and he fired. With a 
howl of pain the man dropped to the ground 
and Mr. Leming thought he had killed him. 

Securing a light he went to the spot ard 
found a burly négro stretched on the 
ground bleeding from wounds. The charge 
had struck him in the left side. His face 
was filled with shot and the left eye shot 
out. He took the burglar inside and ban- 
daged his wounds and-started to the city 
with him, where he arrived at an early hour 
and turned him over to the authorities. 

The wounded man is very reticent, but 
says that he came from Anniston here 
some weeks ago. He has been loafing 
around the outskirts of the city and it is 
believed he is one of the gang .that has 
been holding up people in the suburbs of 
the southern portion of the city. 

Yesterday evening Captain John C, 
Foster and Mr. Thomas Colbert were 
driving along a lonely part of the road 
near Black’s bluff, whien the same negro at- 
tempted to stop their horse and Captain 
Foster came near shooting him on the spot, 
but he made his escape, going in the di- 
rection of the residence of Mr, Leming. 

After the shooting this morning Mr. Lem- 
ing found that the burglar had made a 
desperate effort to raise the window by 
prizing up the sash, and it was the noise 
that he had made in trying to break in 
that attracted his attention. The negro 
is believed to be an old offender and the 
Officers are very much gratified over his 
capture. 

To Redistrict the County. 

The failure of the present board of coun- 
ty commissioners to render a decis‘on in 
regard to the various stock law cases is 
considered as a victory by the fence men.

For the first time in Atlanta the X ray 
has been used in making a diagnosis of an

Some time ego a beautiful young lady 
patient consulted him about a loose upper 
front tooth. An examination of the mouth 
showed a perfectly sound set of tecth with 
the one in questicn as loose as a child’s 
tooth about to be displaced by a perma- 
rent tcoth. 

N>? reason cculd be given for the condition 
except that one of the eye teeth had never 
come into place and the trouble was at- 
tributed to this wandering tooth. 

This peculiar case presented a chance for 
the surgical work of the X-ry. ‘Arrange- 
ments for an examination were made at 
Dr. Catching’s residence, where he had in 
operation one of the most powerful X-ray 
appaiatus in the south. 

At the appointed time am interested 
group of spectators gathered to watch the 
workirg of the wonderful X-ray. The pa- 
tient was placed in such a position that the 
rays from the apparatus would shoot down 
by the nose, through the lip and bone and 
around the suspected tooth. 

A strip of photographic plate, especially 
prepared ty Mr. Motes, and wrapped in a 
plece. of black paper, was placed in her 
mouta, and the cathode ray allowed to re- 
main on it for one minute, The develop- 
ment of the plate was anxiously awaited 
ami when at last it was completed it 
showed with great distinctness fhe malposed 
tooth imbedded in the jaw in just such a 
position as Dr. Catching had diagnosed. 
The eye tooth is trying to force its way out, 
and in doimg so has destroyed one of 
the young lady’s front teeth.

BILL FAILS TO GET MAJORITY 


Friends of the Georgia "Possum Will 
Make Another Effort for the Bill 


MOTION TO RECONSIDER WILL BE MADE

Mr. McCook Explains His Bill—Law. 


of Liberty Gives His Idea of 
the Measure. 


The Georgia ‘possum was under discus- 
sion in the house of representatives last 
night. ; 

The house failed to pass the famous bill 
of Mr. McCook, of Chattahoochee county, 
although Mr. McCook and friends of the 
bill succeeded in voting down various and 
sundry amendments designed go bring the 
bill into disrepute and burdening it with 
provisions which would make it one of the 
most remarkable acts on the statute books 
if passed. 

When the bill came up the house imme- 
diately lost its dignity, and for an hour 
there was a continual uproar. The occa- 
sion was one of merriment, and grave leg- 
islators put their feet on their desks and 
listened to opossum oratory and other 
kinds of oratory for an hour. At one time 
it looked as if the house would have to sit 
and discuss ‘possum all night. No quorum 
voted, and by reason of the peculiar par- 
liamentary situation the speaker ruled that 
no motions could be made, nor could the 
house transact any other business, nor ad- 
journ until the pending bill was disposed of. 
After the amendments sent up from all 
parts of the house had been read, dis- 
cussed and voted down, the house finally 
reached a vote on the bill as originally in- 
troduced. The vote resulted: For the 
*possum bill, 66; against the bill, 31. The 
bill was in favor with the great majority 
of the members, but e constitution of 
the state requires that to be passed all 
bills shall receive a majority of the whole 
house, 88. For that reason the bill was 
declared lost by Speaker Jenkins. 

But one more effort will be made to 
protect the ‘possum of Georgia. This 
morning a motion will be made by Mr. 
Chapman, of Muscogee, one of the true 
friends of the Georgia 'possum, to recon- 
sider the action of last night, and the 
members of the house will then be given 
another opportunity to say if the 'possum 
shall be without the protection of the law. 

The bill is a simple measure and it is 
clothed in mo mysterious terms. It is what 
the title Says it is, a bill to protect the 
‘possums of Georgia. The bill makes it un- 
lawful for any person to catch or hunt "pos- 
sums between March Ist and October ist. 
A violation constitutes a misdemeanor.” 

It was at 9:45 o’clock last night when the 
bill was reached on the calendar. 

(Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, is friendly to 
the Georgia 'possum and he said on such an 
important bill, one involving the,interests 
of the whole state and south, members 
ought to give it grave consideration. He 
thought it nently proper that the Geor- 
gia ’pcossum be protected, and well protect- 
ed at that. For the information and edifi- 
cation of the house he thought it would 
be well for the author of the bill, Mr. Mc- 
Cook, to explain the provisions of the 
measure. 

‘“‘Has the gentleman from Richmond ever 
caught a ’possum?’’ asked Mr. Edwards, of 
Haralson. 

“In reply to that I will ask the gentleman 
from Harralson if he ever went rabbit hunt- 
ing,’’ said Mr. Fogarty. 

‘Mr, Charters, of Lumpkin, put hin.self 
on record as an enemy of the ’pcssum. 
He said it was nearly 10 o’clock and in his 
county a°good hour to kill ’possums. He 
wanted the house to kill the ’possum bill at 
that ‘hour. There was a storm of nays. 

Mr. McCook was recognized in support 
of his bill. He said: | 

“Mr, Speaker—I think this is a good bill. 
The bill is all right. No farmer in the state 
will objectto this bill because it protects 
‘possums, I introduced this bill seriously and 
regret to see that fun is being made of it. 
*Possums are good game and they ought to 
be protected. ‘Possums are now destroyed 
by boys and negroes while they are too 
young and not good to eat. The committee 
on agriculture thinks this a good bill and 
it has been reported favorably. 

‘I think more protection ought to be given 
the ‘possums tnan any other game. The 
boys go into the cane fields and pastures 
and catch young ’possums before they get 
old enough to be good and that is a waste 
of ‘possums. I hope the bill will be adopt- 
ed.”’ 

“I would like to ask if the bill would 
apply to a person who catches a ’possum 
with a chicken?’ skid Mr. Copeland of 
Walton, : 

“No, sir, that would be killing a ’pos- 
sum in self-defense,’’ replied Mr. McCook. 
The house roared and Mr. Copeland was for 
the bill thereafter. 

At this point the colored member from 
Liberty county, J. R. Law, was recognized. 
He delivered a speech, which kept the 
members laughing. The speaker attempted 
to proceed and he started off by address- 
ing “Mr. Speaker and members of this 
house,’’ and the address was repeated sev- 
eral dozen times before the colored mem- 
ber was allowed to proceed with his argu- 
ment. He finally said the bill was a good 
one in some respects and a bad one in 
some respects. On the whole, he was op- 
posed to the bill. It affected the interests 
of many poor people, he said. 

Upon the conclusion of the debate, which 
was of a rather informal nature, members 
sent amendments to the desk and they 
were read and acted upon. The first 
amendment was offered by Mr. Felder of 
Fulton as follows: 

“Provided that this act shall not apply 
to the counties of Liberty, Rabun, Haber- 
sham, Chatham and Bibb.’”’ The qtestion 
was taken and the amendment was lost. 

By Mr. Charters of Lumpkin—‘Provided 
that this law shall not be operative in any 
county having a population of less than 
100,000.”’ 

By Mr.*Dickerson of Clinch—That-: the fol- 
lowing words be added after the word ’pos- 
sum in the bill: ‘‘Coons, gophers and high 
land terrapins,’’ so as to make the bill 
protect those creatures. 

By Mr. Charters of Lumpkin—‘Provided 
that it shall at all times be lawful to catch 
an opossum when po advantage is taken 
of him by catching him on the ground.” 

By Mr. Felker of Walton—By adding the 
words “hog’ or “coon” to the Dill. 

By Mr. Felker of Walton—That the act 
shall not apply to James Sheats, of Wal- 
ton county.”’ 

By Mr. Copeland of Walker—Amend by 
adding after the word ‘possum the words 
“bull frogs and brer rabbit.” 

By Mr. Nevin of Floyd—Amend by ad- 
ding 'to the original bill the words “pro- 
vided that this act shall not apply in 
counties where persimmon treés grow over 
ten feet high.” 

By Provided that this law shall ap- 
ply only to such ‘possums caught after 
sunrise and before sundown, except such 
‘possums caught with chickens.” 

All of the amendments were voted down 
and the house then got into a tangle on 
the question of passing the bill. -The re- 
sult was as stated, the house adjourning

Prospectors Pan Four and a Half 
Pennyweights From a Haif 
Barrel of Earth. 


Macen, Ga., December 9.—(Special.)—4t 
has Leen proved bey@nd a shadow of doubt 
that the old hills at Ocmulgee park con- 
tain fortunes in their hidden depths. 

Excitement here is worked up to fever 
heat over the discoveries made yesterday 
afternoon by a party of prospectors who 
went cut to investigate. 

The party was composed of eight persons, 
among whcm were two expert miners, and 
the tales they tell, and the enthusiasm 
they manifest, and the golden dreams they 
had last night are rivaled only by the 
most fanciful stories of the days of '49 in 
California or the mad rush to the Black 
hills several years ago. 

The instruments used by the party were 
of the crudest kind, and though they only 
panned out a half barrel of dirt, they ob. 
tained four and a half pennyweights of 
gold. Upon the strength of this. find the 
owners telegraphed to Chicago at once for 
tools suitable for the work, and the owners 
will find: out the real. value of the dirt 
to the ton. 

One of the experts says that he has been 
in nearly every gold field in the union 
but has never seen such favorable show- 
ings for the metal in his life. There are 
indications all up and down the branch of 
the presence of gold and with the improved 
and cheapened methods of mining it will 
take only a small outlay to get at the gold 
in the Ocmulgee hills. 

An expert mining engineer is expected 
from North Carolina daily with improved 
machinery, and when he does arrive the 
tale will soon be told. 

There is no question about Macon hav- 
ing the gold fever, and the indications are 
that within the next few weeks she will 
have it greater than at present, for some 
of the old-timers are being reminded of the 
wealth that was formerly obtained from 
the hills by simply searching for it without 
digging, and the searching parties are mak- 
ing greater discoveries every day. 


THE DELK CASE BEING ARGUED. 


Expected To Go To the Jury Before 
Noon Today. 

Zebulon, Ga., December 9.—(Special.)—The 
Delk case is still in progress. One of the 
jurors was this morning withdrawn because 
it was ascertained that he was in the party 
that searched for the murderers of Sheriff 
Gwynn the day after the killing. 

The case was, by consent of counsel for 
the state and defense, allowed to proceed 
with eleven jurors. The testimony was all 
in at 3 o’clock p. m.

The Great Dutch Pianist, in the Met- 
ropolitan Concert. 

The following short sketch of Herr Mar- 
tinus Sieveking, who will appear in the 
Second Metropolitan concert at the Grand 
opera house Thursday, December 17th, with 
Miss Maud Powell and her brilliant com- 
pany, is interesting: 

Martinus Sieveking, the emirent pianist, 
who will return to America to make a re- 
cital tour in the fall. was born in the city 
of Amsterdam, Holland. on March 2, 1867, 
which leaves him at his present age of 
twenty-nine among the youngest of 
adult virtuosi. 
aristocratic one, dating back to the fifteenth 
century, and can boast in its present cen- 
tury of many famous professional men and 
statesmen. 
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Sieveking is the child of musical parents, 
his father having been an expert, practical 
musician and scholar, and his mother a 
celebrated opera singer. 

His father gave the boy his first lessons, 
bringing him to a point where at the age 
of ten he could play well and without ef- 
fort the first concerto of Beethoven. He 
was then placed ufider Julius Rontgen, of 
the ‘Leipsic conservatory, for piano, and 
under Franz Coenen for harmony, counter- 
point, composition and orchestration. After 
eight years’ arduous study these masters 
declared that ithere was\no more technically 
which they could teach him, the rest that 
he required being to be found in contact 
with the world and the fruit of vital ex- 
perience. 

Sieveking went from Leipsic to Paris, 
and within two years had the proud satis- 


{ faction of hearing a suite of his own com- 


ition played by the Lamoureux orches- 
a. In 1890 he made his first visit to Lon- 
don, where his uncle, Sir Henry Sieveking, 
i» physician to Queen Victoria. While here 
he made tours with Edward Lloyd, the 
tencr; Fernands Arboz, violinist to the 
queen of Spain, and Popper, the famous 
‘cellist. In the same year he made with 
brillant success a tour with Adelina Patti, 
in which he proved to himsclf his magnetic 
pewer in drawing and holding an audience, 

Sieveking visited America in the wniter 
of 1895 and just before the Christmas holl- 
days of 1895 appeared in Boston with the 
Boston Symphony orchestra, playing the 
Saint-Saens G minor concerto. Seldom has 
any performance in scholarly critical Bos- 
ton called forth such unreserved enthusi- 
asm and praise. 

His playing is in general characterized by 
a poetic tenderness and grace and a pecu- 
Hiarly subtle lingering charm of tone which 
vibrates with feeling. He is a discreet 
master of nuance and knows how to extract 
‘from the modern instrument all the tone 
colors. dark and light, of which it is capa- 
ble. For while Martinus Sieveking is char- 
acterized mainly as a poetic pianist, it must 
mot be assumed that he lacks either power 
or breadth He is esteemed principally 
poetic because of rare and peculiar gifts 
accorded him beyond other pianists in this 
direction; a beauty of sensuous singing tone 
and an ethereal quality in tender ep‘sodes 
which belong to a few, but while possessing 
these qualities specifically beyond his aver- 
age brethren he also possesses vigor, bold- 
ness and authority in a well-balanced de- 
gree. As a technician he stands foremost. 
accomplishing all sorts of tours de force 
with a consummate ease which astonishes 
many plans virtuosi already launched but 
who can never compass the marvelous 
facility and dexterity of S'‘eveking. 

Technic, however. is never a temptation 
to Sieveking to obscure or violate pure 
musical art. With resources of a most 
dazzling nature at such ready command 
a pianist might at times be tempted to ex- 
hibitions of digital show. but such form no 
attraction for Sieveking, who accepts his 
technic purely for what a true artist should

drumbeat is heard around the world. 
Not a drop of innocent blood has been 
shed by the Turkish murderers and as- 
sassins that England is not directly re- 
sponsible for. But for England the un- 
speakable Turk would long ago have 
been shorn of his power for evil, and 
the Turkish government would have 
ceased to exist.

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Senator Mills’s Resoultion. 

The resolution offered in the senate 
yesterday by Mr. Mills, of Texas, is 
sufficiently vigorous to suit the views 
of those who are ip favor of active in- 
terference by the United States in be- 
half of Cuban independence. 

The resolution directs the president 
to use the military and naval force of 
the United States to take possession of 
the island of Cuba and hold it until the 
Cubans can organize a government de- 
riving its powers from the consent of 
the governed and until they can arm 
and equip such military and naval 
forces as may be necessary to secure 
them against foreign invasion. 

This resolution goes to the root of 
the matter and embodies what is un- 
doubtedly the desire of the people of 
this country with respect to Cuba, It 
remains to be seen how far the influ- 
ence of the sugar trust will go toward 
postponing action on this measure. The 
trust is potent, and it may be powerful 
enough to postpone consideration until 
after the new president is jnaugurated; 
but there must be some action on the 
line indicated by the Mills resolution. 

The people of the United States are 
in vo humor to see the present cam- 
paign, with its accompaniment of Span- 
ish atrocities, indétinitely prolonged. 
They are not willing that their govern- 
ment should stand idly by, without of- 
fering active aid and substantial sym- 
pathy to the struggling Cubans. The 
people of this country are not willing to 
see their war cruisers employed as pa- 
trol boats in the interest of the corrupt 
Spanish monarchy, and in @ way cal- 
culated and intended to embarrass the 
patriots of the island who are fighting 
for the principle of self-government. 

Therefore, we say to the Cubans: 
Take heart of hope. Their final and 
complete success is near at hand.

The only reassur- 
img fact in the telegram is the statement 
that the demands of the powers have 
been placed in the hands of a Russian 
diplomat, who may be expected to push 
the matter to a prompt conclusion.

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The Brazilian Republic. 

Six years ago the empire of Dom Pe- 
dro was overthrown in Brazil and a re- 
publican form of government substi- 
tuted in its stead. ‘With little difficul- 
ty the young republic subdued its ene- 
mies in the beginning, but a spirit of 
discontent has made its appearance 
within the last few months which 
threatens to bring on another revolu- 
tion unless speedily checked. 

One cause of this popular complaint 
is found in the reverses which have 
overtaking the principal railway enter- 
prise of the country. The line in ques- 
tion is operated by the government and 
extends for a distance of 500 miles 
through what is known as the coffee 
belt. Under the last Dom Pedro the 
operations of the line yielded some- 
thing like $16,000,000, much of which 
was clear profit. Since the republican 
form of government was adopted, how- 
ever, it seems that the line has ceased 
to be profitable and that heavier taxes 
have been levied wpon the people in 
order to meet the needs of the govern- 
ment. 

While the reverses of the line have 
been contemporaneous with the life of 
the young republic, it does not follow 
by any means that the principles of 
free government have been fatal to the 
interests of the road. It should be re 
menrbered that about a year ago Brazil 
passed through one of the most disas- 
trous conflicts ever recorded in the an- 
nals of South America, and when the 
demoralizing effects of the late revolu- 
tion are taken into account {t ceases to 
be a matter of surprise that the railway 
is not at this time a paying investment. 
Since it yielded such a handsome in- 
come under Dom Pedro the country has 
been torn by the dissensions of civil 
war and a heavy national debt has been 
entailed. When these things are con- 
sidered the progress which Brazil has 
made during the last few years is in- 
deed remarkable. 

With the restless impotence peculiar 
to Spanish blood, however, the Brazil- 
fans are becoming dissatisfied with the 
government. They are anxious to sell 
the line which has been such a prolific 
source of revenue in times past, and 
are seriously considering a $90,000,000 
offer from a rich English syndicate. 
In view of the fact that the railroad 
cost nearly double that amount it woula 
be ridiculous to accept the syndicate’s 
proposition. If the sale is made at 
such a sacrifice the Brazilians will have 


and partly because of a desire to put 
off a matter of this kind until after the 
election no action was fakeh in regard 
to it. The fate of the bill now rests 
with the senate. and it remains for that 
body to say whether or not it shall he 
enacted into a law. In view of the 
overwhelming indorsement which it re- 
ceived in the house it is likely that the 
senate will be equally as strong in 
its favor. 

There is nothing partisan in the con- 
templated measure and nothing which 
conflicts in any way with the spirit of 
our institutions. Both parties recog- 
nize the need of such a law and the 
democratic platform laid special em- 
phasis upon it. In justice to the people 
of this country, as well as to the better 
class of foreign ‘émmigrants, it is nec- 
essary that some restrictive measure 
should be enacted.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


At the ripe old age of seventy-eight years 
Mason Porter, who was Daniel Webster’s 
gardener at Marshfield, Mass., passed away 
a few days ago in California. He was a 
very quiet man and only a few people know 
of his intimate knowledge of the home life 
and habits of the great statesman. THe 
became Mr. Webster’s gardener in 1838 and 
retained the position until 1854. two years 
after Mr. Webster’s death. Porter was a 
very intelligent man and knew by sight all 
the celebrities who came to Marshfield. He 
remembered well a heated discussion _be- 
tween Mr. Webster and ex-Prestdent John 
Quincy Adams, which occurred under the 
grape arbor, on the slavery question. He 
often told iow he twice went fishing with 
the statesman when the latter came home 
in summer from a long period in Washing- 
ton, and how Daniel loved frequent and 
copious draughts of old Madeira wine while 
he sat on the bank of a stream and watched 
his fish lines. 

He had a host of ‘anecdotes concerning 
Webster’s love of flowers and how he 
wanted bouquets in his bedroom and on his 
dining table every day. He told how angry 
Webster was when some curiosity seeker 
had plucked a rose or some favorite flower 
from the grounds at Marshfiel@. Porter 
was one of the nurses when Webster lay 
dying in the fall of 1852, and he remembered 
chats he had with his employer-a few days 
before death came. He helped prepare the 
body for the coffin and attended to the 
preparation of the tomb on the estate for 
the reception of the body. He showed two 
letters of a friendly nature from Fletcher 
Webster after his father was dead.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


New York World: There.is too much of 
“business” and not enough of sympathy 
with aspirations of liberty in fhe message. 

New York Sun: The Cuban chapter is 
ably written in a style differing conspicu- 
ously from that of the opening and closing 
paragraphs of the message. In well-bal- 
anced periods sympathy for the struggling 
patriots and friendship and admiration for 
Spain are equally dispensed. 

New York Journal: The space which 
President Cleveland devotes to the recip- 
rocal interests of Cuba, Spain and the 
United States in his last annual message to 
congress indicates that he is not wholly 
insensible ‘to the agitation of the question 
which has long progressed in this coum- 
try. But his conclusions show beyond a 
doubt that he will leave to his successor 
the honor of taking the first step to assure 
Cuban liberty. 

New York Mail and Express: It is by 
far the most prolix message ever sent to 
congress, which gives a dash of relieving 
humor to its author’s seriously announced 
resolution at the very beginning to “avoid 
tiresome narration for the sake of brevity.” 

Washington Star: There is an evident de- 
sire on the part of the president in his 
treatment of the Cuban question in his 
annual message to avoid making any 
statements or intimations that might 
arouse the anger of the government of 
Spain. The conservative tone that charac- 
terizes that entire document is strongly 
marked in this chapter, but the president’s 
utterances on the subject are not devoid 
of a promise to intervene at some time to 
put an end to the devastating insurrection, 
which, as he points out, is ruining the value 
of the island as a. colony. 

Chicago Chronicle: The intimation that 
the United States will be compélled to pro- 
tect American interests in Cuba and the 
interests of civilization and peace is im- 
portant in its significance. It is a new as- 
sertion in measured terms of the Monroe 
doctrine in its fullest extent. 

Chicago Record: That part of the presi- 
dent’s message which treats of the Cuban 
rebellion outlines a policy which the sub- 
sequent administration may have to recog- 
nize and adopt as providing the only just 
and dignified way out of the difficulty. The 
passage is logical in thought and singularly 
clear in style. It points out that while 
there is a fierce and steady conflict if Cuba, 
with no apparent prospect that the Span- 
ish forces are waging a winning fight, 
there is no actual Cuban governmeat enti- 
tled to recognition, unless the martial au- 
thority exercised by military officers at va- 
rious times and places may be dignified by 
the name. 

St. Louis Republic: The message will 
strengthen opinion in and out of congress 
in favor of conservative but decided action 
in behalf of the Cubans and of putting a 
stop to the astrocious warfare being waged 
on the island. It is highly probable that 
important, if not decisive, events will fol- 
low before the winter is far spent. 

Kansas City World: Mr. Cleveland’s last 
message will add nothing to his fame, and 
will be a source of gratification to his en- 
emies. There is no ring to a line of it; 
there is not a sentence nor a suggestion 
that might not have been originated and 
penned by any of the department clerks 
in Washington. Mr. Cleveland is evidently 
retirmg from the presidency which he as- 


sumed like a lion with all the meekness 
of a lamb.

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Keep His Seat... 
COMMITTEE $0 RECOMMENDS 


Discussion in the Elections Commit- 


tee Before a Report Was Agreed 
GiswAl Mincelie ‘Resort 


The populist wins in the Clay contest. 

The élections Committee of the houce has 
decided to report in favor of A. L. Foster, 
who is thé sitting member, in preference to 
W.' L. Killingsworth, the democratic con- 
testant. . 

This decision was reached late yesterday 
afternoon, after a lengthy meeting of the 
committee in which the case was thorough- 
ly reviéwed. . 

In the house last night the cace was fixed 
for a hearing on Tuesday next. 

At this meeting the report of the sub-com- 
mittee sent to ascertain from electors whose 
ballots bore simply the word “Foster,” for 
whom those ballots were intended, was re- 
ceived, and this report was the basis of the 
action that was taken later. 


What the Five Voters Swore. 

The report was read by Mr. Thomas, of 
Ware county, who was one of the members, 
In substance it was that there were cast at 
Fort Gaines precinct three ballots bearing 
simply “Foster,” with no initials; at Bluff 
ton precinct there were twenty-nine such 
ballots cast. 

The committee, under instructions from 
the house committee, went to Fort Gainos 
to subpoena the men who cast these ballots, 
ordering them to appear and to state for 
whom they intended to vote. Twenty-one 
appeared and were sworn; eight were not 
served because they were beyond the limits 
of the county, and three failed to appear in 
response to the summons. 

Five of those who did appear testified 
that they intended their ballots cast for 
John Foster, not A. L. Foster. Three of 
these said they meant “young John Fos- 
ter,” while two of them declared they 
meant “old man John Foster.” Young John 
Foster is the son of Mr. Aleck Foster, the 
sitting member, and old man John is the 
father of the present representative. The 
old man lives across the line in Early coun- 
ty, several miles from Bluffton. The young 
man lives between Bluffton and Fort 
Gaines. 


Testimony Submitted in Rebuttal. 

When the report had been read Mr. Boyd, 
the populist member of the sub-committee, 
submitted some affidavits in rebuttal of the 
testiony of these five voters—all of them 
negroes. These affidavits were made by the 
men who had fixed the ballots for these ne- 
grces, an‘l who declared that it was the in- 
tention of these negroes, so expressed at the 
time, to vote for Aleck Foster, not as they 
had since sworn, for one of the other Fos- 
ters. The affidavits were read, and on the 
question as to whether they should be ad- 
mitted as evidence—the poimt being made 
that they should not be so admitted—the 
vote was a tie and Chairman Burwell cast 
the deciding vote in the negative. 

Judge W. A. Graham and Mr. J. B. Paul- 
lin, prominent citizens of Fort Gaines, were 
given a hearing before the comm('ttee, Both 
of these men are democrats and, their state- 
rents to the comittee were to the effect 
that the people of Clay county believed 
that Mr. Fester had been legally ciected 
and should be seated. 


The Vote Was Against Killingsworth. 

When the qrestion came to the point 
where the evidence had been discussed and 
these ‘gentlemen had been heard, Mr. 
Thomas moved that the committee recom- 
mend that Mr. Killingsworth, the contest- 
ing member, be seated. He took the posi- 
tion that the five ballots, which the electors 
who cast them had declared were meant 
for other men, and which had been counted 
for Aleck Foster, should be thrown out, 
and that this would leave the democratic 


contestant a majority of two. 

Mr. Slaton, Mr. Craig, Mr. Bussey and 
Mr. Meldrim believed from the evidence 
that Mr. Foster had been fairly elected, 
and argued that the committee should so 
repert. The declared that they did not 
believe the sworn statements of these five 
voters. . 

Mr. Burwell end Mr. Thomas __ talked 
strongly in favor of the contesting mem- 
ber. They claimed that the testimony as 
it was before the committee indicated clear- 
ly that a majority of the ballots had been 
cast for Mr. Killingsworth, They held that 
the testimiony of the electors to the effect 
that they intended their votes for John 
Foster was the highest evidence of their 
intention, and that it had not been im- 
peached., 

When the vote came, however, Mr. 
Thomas’s motion to seat Killingsworth re- 
ceived but seven votes of fifteen. On Mr. 
Slaton’s motion, which was that Mr. Fos- 
ter should retain his seat, the yeas were 8 
and the nays 7; and by that vote the com- 
mittee decided in favor of Foster. 

Mr. (Mansfield gave notice of a minority 
report. This will probably be signed by 
nearly half of the committee, and the out- 
look is that there will be a lively fight over 
the case in the house. 

Fixed for Next Tuesday. 

At its session last night the house fixed 
the Clay county contest case as a special 
order for next esday morning immediate- 
ly after the reading of the journal. The re- 
port of the committee on elections and the 
minority report was submitted to the 
house, and a discussion arose as to when 
the case should be taken up. 

Mr. Burwell, chairman of the committee, 
submitted the majority report favoring the 
seating of Mr. Foster, populist, and Mr. 
Thomas, of Ware, submitted the minority - 
report recommending that Mr. Killings- 
worth, democrat, be seated, 

Mr. Thomas, of Ware, moved that the 
house take up the case at once and settle 
it before adjournment. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, opposed the motion, 
He said it would be unwise to take up a 
matter of such great importance last night. 

The speaker ruled that it would require a 
vote of three-fourths to set aside the spe- 
cial orders already made for the night 
session. 

The vote was taken, and resulted 67 for 
and 28 against ‘the motion of Mr. Thomas. 
Not receiving a three-fourths vote, the mo- 
tion was last. . 

Mr. Thomas then moved that the case 
be taken up after the clerk’s desk had 
been cleared of other business. Mr. Bur- 
well, of Hancock, <nd Mr. Meldrim,_ of 
Chatham,. opposed the motion, and it was 
lost by a vote of 58 to 42. 

On motion of Mr. Burwell, they fixed the 
case as a special order for next Tuesday.

Governor Atkinson wag in receipt of a 
dozen telegrams yesterday bearing on the 
situation. Great indignation against the 
negro exists, and many determined men 
have sworn tO see him hanged. . 

There was so little doubt that an attempt 
will be made to lynch Cunningham today, 
that Governor Atkinson has ordered out 
two troops of infantry to protect the pris- 
oner until a trial can be had. 

A message received at 1 o'clock this 
morning stated there would be no trouble, 

The governor at first considered the ad- 
visability of keeping the prisoner in the 
Macon jail until the excitement might 
die away. He debated this question at 
length before deciding to let the programme 
of the courts be carried out without ex- 
ecutive intesference.. 

Believing that the presence of the troops 
would be sufficient to quell any lawlessness 
the governor yesterday wired Judge Spence 
that two companies of infantry would be 
placed at his disposal. The judge is em- 
powered to use the soldiers as he sees fit 
for the protection of the law. 

It was decided last evening that one 
company from the Second regiment should 
be sent from Macon to Albany with the 
prisoner. Colonel Charles M. Wiley was 
wired by the governor to execute this or- 
der, and last night at 11 o’clock when the 
train left Macon for Albany twenty armed 
men, belonging to the Second regiment, ac- 
companied the rapist. . : 

Colonel James O. Varnedo, cf Albany, 
was wired by the governor to use the 
Albany Guards as an additional protection 
to the prisoner. They were sent down to 
Tifton last night to mex the Macon train 
and will accompany the prisoner, in con- 
junction with the Macon troops, back to 
Albany. . 

Captain W. E, Wooten will be in command 
of the Albany Guards. A strange coinci- 
dence is the fact that the captain of the 
company who hopes to protect the rapist 
from mob violence is the solicitor general 
cf the court and will be the principal pros. 
ecutor when the case comes to trial, 

There seems probable danger of a conffict 
between the soldiecs and the mob. 

Everything possible will be done to pre- 
vent any outbreak, which would certainly 
result in bloodshed, 

Judge Spence has called a special term of 
court in order that prompt justice may be 
meted out to the prisoner. 

The evidence against him seems so strong 
that a conviction is predicted with positive- 
ness. 

The crime was committed just a week 
ago, one mile away from the city limits of 
Albany, upon the person of Miss Katie 
Camp, eldest daughter of James Camp, a 
well-known farmer of Dougherty county. 

Cunningham was a trusty on the county 
chaingang, the stockade being only a short 
distance from Mr, Camp’s residence. 

Miss Camp was alone at her home when 
attacked. The negro, after brutally as- 
saulting her, struck her five or six times 
over the head with a piece of iron, crush-

She is still in a critical condition and it is 
said her injuries may prove fatal.

TOOK HIS MONEY FROM HIM. 


TWO HIGHWAYMEN HOLD UP E. 
R. BARRETT, A DRUMMER. 


Travels for J. J. & J. E. Maddox, 
of Atlanta—One Bullet Pierced 
His Hat. 


Mr. Earnest Barrett, well known in this 
city, as a traveling salesman of J. J. & J. 
E. Maddox, the wholesale grocers, was held 
up and robbed near Grantville last night. 

Not only did the drummer lose all the 
money he had, which is thought to have 
been about $1,000, but he narrowly escaped 
being murdered, as one of the bullets from 
the robber’s revolver pierced his hat. 

Barrett was on one of his regular tours 
through the state, and last night, about 
6:30 o'clock was driving into Grantville, 
about fifty-five miles from Atlanta. He 
was alone in his buggy with his sample 
cases and a large sum of money, which he 
had collected from merchants for his firm. 

On the outskirts of Grantville two mén 
suddenly emerged from the road—one from 
each side—and pointing their pistols in Bar- 
retts’s face ordered him to hold up his 
hands, which he readily did. It was very 
dark and he could not tell whether they 
were black or white. 

The outlaws then ransacked his grips, tn- 
cluding the one which contained the money, 
and took every cent they could lay their 
hands on. After they had finished they 
stepped to one side of the road and order- 
ed the drummer to drive on in a hurry. 

He was not reluctant to obey again, and 
as he drove away at a good speed the out- 
laws sent a shower of bullets after him, one 
of which came near piercing his brain, 
taking the whole top of his hat off. 

Barrett drove hastily to the center of the 
town and gave the alarm, Great excitement 
prevailed and immediately a large party of 
‘citizens was orgainzed and started in search 
of the outlaws. Bloodhounds were secured 
and put on the trail, but up to a late hour 
this morning the fugitives had not been 
caught. 

Barrett’s employers in Atlanta were no- 
tified of his loss by telegram last night, 
and a man was sent to Gramtville to inves- 
tigate and aid in catching the nighwaymen. 
The firm will spare no amount to apprehend 
the criminals. 

Barrett has been in the employ of the gro- 
cery firm about four years. His home is in 
Newnan, Beyond a good scare he was not 
injured, but regards his escape as exceed- 
ingly fortunate. If the robbers are caught 
they will be severely dealt with, as feeling 
in Grantville is at fever heat.

Mr. Branch sa‘d he hoped the house 
would reconsider its hasty action. He had 
reason to believe that the state’s interests 
had been neglected by the passage of the 
bill. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, said he favored 
the motion of Mr. Branch. He said the 
house had acted hastily and, he feared, un- 
wisely, in péssing the bill. 

Mr, Meldrim said he regretted that he 
had voted for the bill on Tuesday. He 
said by reason of the gréat ‘confusion in 
the hall the merits of many measures are 
not understood. He said the Northeastern 
railroad had been leased for thirty years 
at a rental of $18,400 per annum. At that 
rental the property is a good igvestment 
and a safe asset for the state. 

Mr. Meldrim said he thought the proper- 
ty ought to be safely guarded and that 
the state should be coreful in proposing to 
sell the road so it could be bought by the 
lessees cheaper than by others. He favor- 
ed a recoresideration of the bill and its 
reference to the railroad committee. 

Mr, Charters, of Lumpkin, chairman of 
the railroad committee, said he knew the 
house wanted all of dts acts characterized 
by wisdom and justice. The bill under 
discussion had been before his committee, 
but he had not been able to hear the

The question was then taken on the mo- 
tion to reconsider, and it prevailed. The 
bill was introduced by Mr. Armstrong, of 
Wilkes county. It was recommitted to 
the railroad cor-miitee. 

What Mr. Branch Says. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, who moved the 
reconsideration of the bill which provided 
for the sale of the Northeastern railroad, 
is confident of ultimately defeating the 
measure.

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The practice of dentistry was under review 
for a couple of hours in the senate yester- 
day, but without any other result than 
securing a pretty free and full expression 
from the members of ‘that pody on the

This measure was the Dill introduced by 


Mr. Dunwody, by request, providing for a 
new board of dental examiners. As it came 
to the senate it was in the shape of com- 
mittee substitute for the original bill. 
Although the substitute had been printed, 
and had been on the desks of the senators 
for some time, it became evident in the 
course of the discussion that very few of 
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them knew the provisions of the bill, and 
still fewer understood the preseht law gov- 
erning the examination of would-be dent- 
ists. 

Dr. Stewart’s Two Weeks’ Course. 

In the course of the discuss.on Dr. Stew- 
art made the declaration that in his opin- 
ion, all of this matter of requiring would-be 
dentists to attend college, and to pass an 
examination was foolishness. 
any young man who has sense enough to 
come in out of the rain all that is neces- 
sary to know about dentistry in two 
weeks,”’ said the venerable legislator, who 
is a physician by profession, and who re- 
sides in the county of Rockdale. He went 
on to declare that the ‘whole business” 
ought to be repealed—the law as it stands 
ought to go, and that it was foolishness to 
dignify dentistry with all of this considera- 
tion. “‘There are only two jaws,’’ said he, 
“and thirty-two teeth, and any man with 
any common sense knows how to pull a 
tooth.”’ 

Senator Dunwody explained fully the pro- 
visions of the bill. He showed that as the 
law now stands the examinations provided 
in this bill are required; that the board as 
it is now constituted is made up entirely of 
members of the State Dental Society, in- 
stead (as the new bill provides) of being 
taken from a list of ten reputable dentists, 
five of whom shall be outside of the dental 
society. He pointed out that the faculties 
of the various dental colleges had urged the 
feature which requires that graduates of 
these colleges shall be examined before 
given a license just as people who are not 
graduates. 

Senator Mann, Senator Walker, of the 
eighteenth, Senater Everett and Senator 
Carter opposed different features of the 
blll. Senator Carter proposed an amend- 
ment by striking out the section exempting 
dentists from jury duty. This amendment 
fad carried, but the vote had not been an- 
nounced when Senator Dunwody explained 
that. under the general law, dentists are 
mow exempt from jury duty. On the yea 
and nay vote this amendment was finally 
defeated. 

Senator Walker and Senator Mann ob- 
jected particularly to the charge of $15 
placed upon each man who stood the ex- 
amination, 

Senator Everett thought that the men 
who travel around from county to county 
and pull teeth painlessly ought to be al- 
lowed to keep up the work, as it was of 
much interest to poor people. 


Some Sort of Reciprocity. 

Senator Gray believed that the feature.of 
$15 was certainly small enough, when the 
prices charged by dentists are considered. 
He believed that one feature in which the 
bill was especially good was that it would 
do away with these “painless tooth fakirs,”’ 
who do more harm than good. He argued 
that the bill was not only in the interest 
of the profession, but especially in the in- 
terest of the people who should have every 
protection from the professions about 
which they know nothing. He wanted 
every profession guarded and elevated. 

Senator Golightly explained the present 
“eee and the change which the bill made 
n it. 

The yeas and nays were called, but be- 
fore the vote could be announced a motion 
was made by Senator Kilpatrick to table 
the bill. 

When a division was called, this motion 
seemed to be lost, but on the call of the 
yeas and nays was fcund to be evenly 
d.vided, and the president of the senate 
cast his vote in favor of tabling the bill. 
So it is still alive, and will in all probabil- 
ity go over until the next sessicn. 

It is evident from the discussion that a 
large’‘number of the senate did not know 
that there is now an examining board, and 
that every man who desires to practice 
dentisyy in Georgia, whether he has a 
diploma or not, must go before the board. 

Amending the Election Laws. 

The special joint committee to consider 
the question of election laws has had under 
consideration a number of bills, and will 
meet again this afternoon for the purpose 
of taking up and considering in detail the 
Australian ballot bill introduced by Mr. 
Felder. 

Two other bills. bearing upon registration, 
will be considered as special order at this 
afternoon’s meeting. Both of these bills 
provide for the repeal of the state registra- 
tion law. One was introduced by Mr. Mc- 
Kee, of Dawson, the other by Mr. Swift, 
of Elbert. 

A bill introduced by Mr. Swift, providing 
that the voter must cast his ballot at the 
precinct where he lives, and providing also 
that the ordinary shall furnish the election 
managers with a defaulters’ list, was con- 
sidered at yesterday’s meeting of the com- 
mittee, and was passed upon adversely.

been renewed with increased vigor. Under 
the ruling of Judge Lumpkin the board 
of county commissioners must show cause 
before him in chamb2rs on December 19th 
why the application for perpetual injunc- 
tion should not be granted, and the authori- 
ty wnder which the force has be2n estab- 
lished will be investigated. 

County Commissioner Walter R. Brown, 
who is chairman of the committee of 
roads and bridges, takes the po- 
sition that the county police force 
has done much more than has 
been the cost in keeping the force. He 
says the fact that lawlessness has been 
stcpped in the ccunty and many thousand 
dollars of stolen goods have been recovered 
is much greater than has been the actual 
cost to the county in dollars and cents. 

‘The peace and morals of a community 
are to be weighed more carefully than dol- 
lars and cents,’’ said he yesterday. ‘Be- 
fore the officers were appointed there was 
gamb‘ing in the woods abcut the city every 
night and Sabbath afternoon. This has 
been stopped. The officers have arres*ed 
end brought to trial Muhny guilty parties 
who are now serving terms in the county 
chaingang and the state penitentiary. Not 
only has the department recovered much 
stolen property which has been returned to 
its owners, but the officers have arrested 
thieves in abundance and have arrest>d and 
brought to trial all manner of criminals, in- 
cluding murderers and others who were 
wanted in the courts. 

‘“‘Whether the department has been self- 
sustairing or not-is not the question that 
is to .be investigated. If the peace of the 
county has been maintained, if the citizens’ 
lives and property have been preserved and 
protected, that is sufficient. We know this 
has been accomplished. We know the tax- 
payers of the county have been afforded 
more protection than they have paid fer, 
and the county police force, as it is called, 
has given the county better service in these 
particulars than the county has paid for. 

“I claim that the board of councy com- 
missioners has the legal authority and right 
to appoint and maintain the inspectors of 
roads and bridges under the law, and these 
will be shown should it becomes necessary. 
The force has saved the county many dol- 
lars in reporting dangerous places in. the 
roads and bridges of the couuty, and has 
saved the county.many dollars which would 
have been lost had parties been injured on 
account of dangerous washes in the roads 
or had they fallen into creeks where the 
brdges were unsafe. 

“The annual reports of the chiefs of this 
deparement are on file in the oftice of the 
clerk of the board of county comnmiissiouers 
and they speak for themselves. These re- 
ports show what the department has cost 
the county, and also show what the county 
has expended on the foree.”’ 

It is said that the county force has more 
than paid for the expense at which it has 
been maintained and a statement is being 
made which will be presented at the hearing 
of.the matter when the case comes up be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin on December 19th.

The $20,000 extra is to be used in erecting 
and furnishing a new dormicory and an 
electrical department. The fight ,was much 
the same as made when Mr. Knowes’s Dill 
was up before the house last week to make 
the same appropriations as embraced in the 
general bill. But the friends of the sctrol 
succeeded in their fight yesterday and it 
was a splendid showing they made 

The item reads as follows: 

“For state university, for the supnort and 
maintenance of the School wf Technology, 
$22,500, or so much thereof as may lhe nec- 
essary, and in addition thereto the ewm of 
$10,000 per annum for the years 1817 and 
1898, to be expended by the board of trus- 
tees in providing suitable dormitories and 
also to equip and increase the efficiency of 
the present departments, and espectally to 
establish therein a Jepartment of e ectrical 
service; provided, however, that this ap- 
propriation shall not be available unless the 
trustees make a rule proh-biting ure coun- 
ty having more than six free scholarships 
in the school, and previdinzg a reasonable 
tuition fee for all in addicion to the‘ num- 
ber; provided, further, that work and pro- 
ducts of the shops of the scPool stall not 
be used to underbid the work and proderis 
of other local industries of the same hind 
in the state; provided, further, that the 
chairman of the local board of trustees of 
caid institution report to the governer the 
number of teachers and other employes, 
with their names and amount of salaries 
paid each, a catalogue of students, show'ng 
their places of residence, from whom and 
how much ig colleoted in tuition fees: an 
itemized statement of oll receipts and ex- 
penditures; disposition of the procucts of 
the shops, etc., and shall continue to make 
such reports annually, before the meeting 
of the general assemblv; further, that this 
shall apply to all educational institutions 
supported by the state; and that the same 
be printed and bound under the titl+ of ‘Re- 
port of Educational Institutions,’ for pub- 
lic distribution and the use of the general 
assembly.” 

Mr. Blalock of Fayette offered an amend- 
ment that the extra $16,000 be stricken from 
the paragraph. 

Mr. Mozley of Cobb offered an amend- 
ment that the amount be reduced to $65,000 
for 1897 for establishing the electrical de- 
partment 


Mr. Knowles’s Speech. 

Mr. Knowles, of Fulton,author of the orig- 
inal bill to set aside $25,006 to the school, 
Was recognized andyhe made a brief but 
decidedly breezy and interesting speech. He 
said he hoped mefnbers would not vote 
against the school simply because it. is lo- 
cated in Atlanta. He said if the school was 
Iccated at some other plane it might not 
meet with so much opposition. He had 
heard some members argue that the school 
is a rich man’s institution. He wanted to 
dispel that idea. The vchool is for all 
classes and all young men, 

Mr. Knewles then asked why some mem- 
bers objected to the bill who cume from 
small counties, counties which woulkl only 
pay an infinitesimal proportion of the 
taxes made necessary by the appropriation 
of the meager sum of money for the school. 
He said the big taxpaying counties of the 
state, such as Fulton, Bibb, Chatham, Floyd 
and Richmond, would have to pay the bur- 
den cf taxes and those counties are willing 
to he taxed to promote the interests of edu- 
cation. They already pay a big part of the 
taxes of the state, he said, and he eculd 
see no reason why the small appropriation 
asked should not he made. 

Mr. Knowles then explained the necessity 
for the dormitory and sa‘d he hoped the 
house would not raise a sectional issue and 
Cefeat the item because the school fs lo- 
cated in Fulton county. 

Mr: Blalock, of Fayette, said he desired 
to oppose the extra appropriation. He was 
sorry his county was small and that his 
pecple are poor. He hoped to see the day 
when they would be able to pay more taxes 
for educational and other purposes, 


Populist Hogan for It. 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, one of the pvepu- 
list leaders, made one of the best speeches 
of the session. He favored the appropria- 
tion for the school, taking the view that the 
irstitution is of great benefit to all classes 
of people, the farmer, merchant and rich 
man and poor man. He said machinery has 
made it possible for the farmer to have his 
cotton ginned at a great reduction from 
former cost. Other things are cheaper by 
reason of the introduction of machinery. 
Why not give the young men of the state 
an opportunity to learn something 
about machinery. Technicai education is 
necessary for the peoplekof Georgia if they 
keep up with the march of progress. 


Called Them ‘‘Hayseeds.”’ 

Mr. McLaughlin, of Meriwether, said he 
hoped there would be no further expression 
of the idea that the people of some parts of 
the state are jealous of the success and 
prosperity of Atlanta and Fulton county. 
He said it.is a mistaken idea. The people 
of the state are proud of the Capital City. 
But he did not propose to sit in the house 
and hear gentlemen reflect on representa- 
tives from sections of the state which do 
mot favor increased appropriations. 

“Tl want to repel the reflections which 
have been made on Members of this house 
by some Atlanta publications,”” said Mr. 
McLaughlin. “They have classed some 
members as ‘hayseeds.” I say that because 
representatives vote against fmcreased ap- 
propriations that is no reason they should 
be classed as hayseeds and backwoodsmen, 
I deny that there is any jealousy of the 
success of Fulton county.” 

Mr. Copeland Closes Debate. 

Mr. Copeland. of Walker, closed the de- 
bate for the school. He said the Techno- 
logical school is a splendid institution and 
that it is worthy of the support of the 
state. He said the state should encour- 
age the spreading of: téchnical education 
so that the people would not have to send 
north for expert mechanics. He said every 
representative on the floor had been elected 
to represent the state in its entirety and no 
one should vote against the interests of any 
particular section umless it was proposed to 
give the favored section more than it may 
be entitled to. 

Amendment Is Killed. 

On Mr. Bilalock’s motion to amend the bill 
by striking out the $10,000 <xtra for two 
vears the vote resulted: for the amendment, 
55; againsi, 7. Tne section was then 
adopted as recominended by the finance 
committee.

High Average Shown for All Crops in 
North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 9.—(Special.)— 
The state crop report for December was is- 
sued today. Inquiries were made as to what 
crops actually were. The answers, taking 
all crops together, show a high average. 
The report which will.cause most surprise 
is that on cotton. The September and Octo- 
ber report on its condition indicated, re- 
spectively 63 and 65 per cent of an average, 
while the yield is now shown to have been 
76 per cent. The exceptionally long, warm 
season and dryness caused phenomenal 
maturing. Corm was 80 per cent; peanuts, 
78; sweet potatoes, 92. The amount of wheat 
sowed is 98 per cent, and its condition over 
100; of rye, 86 per cent is sowed, and its 
condition is 96; of fattening hogs, the per- 
centage is 99; of cattle, 95.

NUMBER OF CASES ON TRIAL 


Judge Lumpkin Orders Receiver Am- 
orous To Sell the Assets of the 
Foote & Zuber Company.

Judge Lumpkin granted an order setting 
the case for a hearing before thim in cham- 
bers on Saturday, and the argument of the 
case will doubtless be quite interesting.

Maniac at Station House. 


STRONG DRINK IS THE CAUSE 


He Is Wanted in Tate for Cheating 
and Swindling, but Will Be 
Sent to Asylum. 


L. Fredonia, the Italian who has been 
locked in the station house since last Thurs- 
day, has become insane since his incarcera- 
tion. As time passes his dementia seems to 
grow worse, and he is now hopelessly in- 
sane. 

Fredonia was arrested on a warrant from 
Tate, Ga., charging him with cheating and 
swindling. He was employed there a8 @ 
stone cutter, and it is claimed got in some 
trouble and had to leave. 

He is evidently a victim of strong drink, 
and when locked up was suffering from a 
mild form of delirium tremens. This has 
now developed into insanity, and it ts 
probable he will not be prosecuted in Tate, 
but will be taken to the state asylum as s00n 
as the proper papers can be taken out. 

Since his arrest he has given the officers 
at the station house any amount of trouble. 
He has the frame of Hercules, and it took 
the combined efferts of three men to lock 
the unfortunate fellow in his cell yesterday. 
He believes some one is trying to kill him 
and his mental torture is terrible. 

Was Turned Out, but Came Back. 

Early yesterday morning about 1 o’clock 
Chief Connolly ordered Fredonia turned 
over to A. Torrency, one of his country~ 
men in the city, who claimed he would take 
the lunatic to his house and care for him 
until the courts could act. 

Fredonia walked out of the station house 
very peacefully, but when he arrived at his 
friend’s home he immediately began to rave, 
and became unmanageable. Torrency then 
took his protege to a Decatur street res- 
taurant, whére a repast was ordered. 

No sooner had the meal been placed on 
the table than Fredonia caught sight of a 
big butcher knife lying on a counter and 
made a lunge for it. Still confronted by 
the hallucination that people were trying to 
kill him, he rushed at several men in the 
restaurant and would have undoubtedly 
cut them to pieces had Torrency not jerked 
the deadly weapon from his hand, 

Torrency then despaired of doing the poor 
fellow any good and about 8 o’clock re- 
turned him to the station house, where he 
was again locked behind the bars, 

Tried To Commit Suicide. 

Yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock Turn- 
key Dobbins heard a loud knocking noise in 
Fredonia’s cell, and on investigation found 
the crazy Italian lying on the floor uncon- 
scious. 

The top of his head was badly cut and 
bruised where he had attempted to kill him- 
self by knocking his head against the iron 
walls. He was given a good drink of whis- 
ky and soon revived. Dr. Wright was sum- 
moned, but after an examination he did not 
think the lunatic was badly injured. 

Chief Connolly will attempt to secure a 
hearing for Fredonia before Ordinary Cal- 
houn today. There is no doubt about his 
insanity and he will probably be sent to 
‘Milledgeville.

IS PASSENGER TRAIN EXCEPTED? 


Engineer Wall Makes a New Point in 
Police Court.
